Sardening and Fruit Growing Appeals 
to Man — Profit Made From 
Small Plot. . 

Perhaps there Is no brancii of agri- 
culture that appeals to man more than 
that of .gardening and fruit growi ig. 
The desire to see someUiins growing 
as the result of our own efforts is by 
no ir.cans confined to the man living 
in the country, for it appeals to the 
man living in the city as well, r.; a 
great many cases It is sad to relaie 
that the city man, with his small back- 
yard gardtn, too often puts liis conn- 
try brother to shame when it conies 
to the matter of a home orchard or, 
better still, a kitchen garden. The 
average man In the country justifies 
himself for the lack of a garden be- 
cause of the lack of time or more often 
because gardening is woman's work. 
While it is true that the work neces- 
sary for the proper care of the orchard 
and garden often conflicts with the 
more important farm operations, still 
it is not a legitimate excuse, because 
the satisfaction and profits derived are 
generally greater in proportion than 
those dei ived from other crops. 

The profit derived fron a good Kitch- 
en garden, where asparagus, rhubarb, 
imrseradish and other vegetables are 
.:;;owu, is almost Invaluable from the 
aiandpoint of health as well as wt altli 
Who does not relish a meal where one 
of these vegetaUss is served sfter liv- 
ing all winter on the henry nitro- 
genous foods that make up the major 
portion of the bill of fare during the 
ro\<i months? 

Vortunately thia condition does not 
ho!') true for all the sections of the 
s : :e. In the aioiiatsins one can not 
I: p being impressed with the numbe:

The small fruits, snch as the straw- 
bi I TV, gooseberry and raspberries all 
do well, as evidenced hy the fact thai 
they are to be found growing wild on 
the hillsides, still like the late vege- 
la.iiles they are conspicuous by theii 
ab.-( :ic. . 

li is possible that a great deal could 
he made in many sections of Kasteni 
K( ntueky by planting out the smaller 
fruits and providing means for ean 
ning them at home if necessary. All 
of the mining districts consume great 
quantities of canned fruits and these 
could be easily put up in many rases 
right in the mining districts, for often- 
limes mining operations are sto!i|)eii 
(lurinn the summer months when il:i 
small fruit crop is at its hei:;lit. While 
small fruits offer quicker leturns. une 
shoiilil iioi lose sifrhr o'' tlie more 
bie fruits like the ajiple. l>ea:\ pe:eh 
and [liuni.

The peach and plum are more uiu er

The riuestion of marketing will al 
nays play a most imporiaut part ii. 
successful fruit growing. Kentucky 
annually imports a great deal more 
fruit than she produces, even ui view 
of the fact that the state ranks tifth ir 
the number of bearing trees. A larsi 
.-iiuoiint of this Imported fruit is ship 
lied from the West and from .\tieliiuai 
"here labor and the allieil means ;:I 
jaodncticn are very much hi.s;her tli;ii 
rhey are in Kentucky. .\n autiioritv 
on this subject recently stated thai il 
costs cne dollar and forty-ibree eentt 
to prt)diice and market a Imshe: ol 
western fruit on our eastern markets 
If ilie western growers can make 
profit after this excessive charge, tin 
Kentucky growers should be able ti. 
equal it at least with the market al 
his own door. 

Disease and insect pests cause a 
great deal of loss because no system- 
atic eftort has been made to keep then 
in control, and undoubtedly this ac 
counts for the great damage so often 
noted. San Jose scale is especially 
bad and it promises to wipe out many 
of the old orchards entirely. Althoui;ti 
it appears very bad to the casual ob 
server, it has often been tsnaod a 
blessing in disguise where proper 
means of coatrol are employed.
